-showed, the increase was considerably less: 24.4 per cent for 
exports’ and 10.1 per cent for imports. 


Among these were listed the 
desire “to Hquidate the last 
prestiges of ‘colonialism (with 
Nominal dependence upon Bril- 
tnin), the attempt to solve the 
Palestine ‘question to Egypt's 
satisfaction (with Sovict diplo- 
matic help) and, perhaps most 
important of all, the necessity 
to find o market for cotton, 
Egypt's principal export crop.” 

With a cotton crop of 1,598,- 
000 bales—ag compared with 
1,461,000 in 1054—Egypt was 
s6asd to be trying to reach bar- 
ter agreements with the Soviet 
bloc. So far, by far the largest
